MI-GEAR UP

The Workforce Development Agency/King-Chavez-Parks Initiative has received a $23.5 Million grant through the U.S. De-
partment of Education, Gaining Early Awareness & Readiness for Undergraduate Programs (GEAR UP). This is the third
GEAR UP grant and the title is MI-GEAR UP. The grant will be a little more than $3 Million during the first budget year and
provide funding over seven years. This is the third GEAR UP grant received.

MI GEAR UP program goals are to:

e Educate GEAR UP students and families on the importance and accessibility of a college education.

e Provide academic support and guidance to make college enrollment and retention achievable.

e Increase student and family capacity to make college affordable, allowing students to enter the collegiate process and
leverage financial options.

A limited number of educational awards will be made to MI-GEAR UP students. Unlike scholarships, the number of educa-
tional awards will be limited. OSG and the Michigan Education Trust (MET) will partner with MI-GEAR UP to offer awards
to qualified students. The amount allotted for educational awards has been set at $2.3M. OSG will administer the bulk of the
awards which will be available for students in the 2017-18 academic year. MET awards will encourage students and families
to save for college by serving as initial “seed money” for college to which the student and the student’s family may contribute.
